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From Lima, Peru, Uda Ross writes - His fractures are healed, he has 
discarded his crutches and uses @ cane at this time...he has a bit to 
go yet, but is getting well!

General Radio was the first Company 
to advertise complete xtal oscillators. A firm on Park Row imported 
quartz from Brazil and advertised in QST, and that's where we bought 
our material and ground our own xtals. Prior to that Adam Hilger & 
Son advertised quartz crystal resonators in Wireless World..! ordered 
one but received an empty package, probably due to clumsiness of the 
Customs Inspectors who opened it before 1 got it. The Company sent me 
another -it was about an eighth inch cube which did not and was not 
Intended to oscillatre, Placed near the grid terminal of the detector 
tube of a receiver, it would cause a healthy 'plop' in the headphones 
when the receiver was tuned through its resonant frequency." Uda goes 
on to discuss early day problems in getting quartz - and the time when 
eye-glass lens were used, being made of quartz in those days.
